A PRIVATE letter describes the burial 
f at Constantinople of some of the 
(Macedonian volunteers who were killed in 
he battle before Yildiz Palace on the 24th 
bf April. 

“T saw,’’ says the writer, “the funeral of 
fifty volunteers killed in battle Saturday morn- 
ng. Their coffins, covered with flags and 
each surmounted by a fez, were set facing the 
east in a circular trench near the Russian 
Hospital. A little speech, made when the 
coffins were all but covered, could not have 
been surpassed for simple and moving elo- 
quence. An officer (Mohammedan) stood 
forth and said: ‘Brothers, here are men of 
every race and religion—Turks, Greeks, Bul- 
hoarians, Armenians, Jews; but they fought 
under one flag and they died together for one 
and the same cause. Among us also are both 
Mohammedans and Christians, but we all pray 
te one God. Now I am going to make a 
hprayer, and when I do so let each man pray 
also in his own Janguage and after his own 
hmanner.’ He then lifted his hands, as if 
tholding a book, as is the custom of Moham- 
nmedans, the Turks following his example, 
swhile the Christians took off their caps and 
crossed themselves. His loud ‘Amin!’ ter- 
minated the ceremony.” 

‘It seems to us that there is in this incident

This happened last week only, less than forty 
miles from Mexico City.

Robertson Memorial Church Dedicated 


NE of the most notable gatherings ever 

held in Haskell, Okla., was that of Sun- 
day, April 18, 1909, to witness the dedication 
ceremonies of the Robertson Memorial Pres- 
byterian Church, the beautiful edifice being 
filled with an audience whose interest in the 
impressive service never waned during its two 
hours’ continuance. 

The Rev. A. Grant Evans, President of the 
State University, an old friend of the family, 
delivered the dedicatory address, referring to 
the work done by the missionaries in whose 
memory the church 
was erected in a most 
interesting manner. 

The Revie T. F. 
Barrier conducted the 
services, and in the 
Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper, the

beautiful new individual communion service, 
the gift to the church of the A. E. W. Robertson 
Woman’s Missionary Society of the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Muskogee, was used. 
_ Mrs. Robertson was for some years professor 
‘emeritus of Henry Kendall College while the 
| Rev. A. Grant Evans was president. 
| Inthe audience were a number of Cherokee 
and Creek Indians, descendants of the older 
| ‘generation, among whom the Rev. W. S. 
| Robertson and Dr. Worcester came as mis- 
sionaries nearly a century ago. 
| After the services the out-of-town visitors 
| were entertained at dinner at the Weiser 
| Hotel by Judge and Mrs. N. B. Moore, 
through whose efforts the building of the 
splendid church was made possible. 
The Robertson Memorial Church was dedi-

cated to the memory of the Rev. and Mrs. 
W. 5. Robertson, missionaries among the In- 
dians in the early days. Mr. Robertson was 
principal of the Tullahassee school for many 
years, and later was ordained as a minister. 
Mrs. Robertson translated the whole of the 
New Testament, as well as Genesis and the 
Psalms, into the Creek language, translating 
the Testament from the original Greek. For 
this and other reasons, Wooster University, 
O., conferred upon her the degree of Ph.D. 
Her father, Samuel Austin Worcester, D.D., 
translated the Bible 
into the far more diffi- 
cult language of the 
Cherokees; thus the 
emblem of the open 
Bible in the memorial 
window placed in the 
church by his chil-

dren, Mrs. Dr. Williams, of Muskogee, Mrs. 
H. W. Hitchcock, of Fort Gibson, and Leon- 
ard Worcester, of Leadville, was very appro- 
priate. These Scriptures, in both the Creek 
and Cherokee languages, are published by this 
Society, with which Dr. Worcester and Mrs. 
Robertson were in close and intimate relation- 
ship throughout their lives. 

In the audience present at the dedication 
were Mrs. N. B. Moore and Miss Alice Rob- 
ertson, daughters of the Rev. and Mrs. W. 5S. 
Robertson, the only living children. Of Dr.. 
Worcester’s children three are living, and 
these, Mrs. M. F. Williams, of Muskogee, 
Mrs. H. W. Hitchcock, of Fort Gibson, and 
Leonard Worcester, of Leadville, were pres- 
ent. Mrs. G. W. Hopson, daughter of Mrs. 
Hitchcock, was also present.

Mr. Simpson 
was a farmer passing his days in incessant 
toil, and out of his hard-earned money joyfully 
consecrating his substance unto the Lord, pre- 
ferring above other methods this one of consti- 
tuting his family, as he was able to afford it, life 
members of the Society.

Bible Society was established for the 
supply of destitution in parts of the states of 
New York and New Jersey which are not 
supplied by any existing Auxiliary Bible So- 
The Agency has colporteurs among 
Italian laborers on the Barge Canal. One of 
these men is working in the vicinity of Water- 
ford, under the supervision of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, one at Syracuse, 
and another at Rochester, all jointly supported 
by the American Bible Society and the local 
ministerial associations. 

An Italian colporteur, Mr. Joseph Napoli, 
has been sent to work among the laborers on

the Aqueduct in the neighborhood of Brown’s 
Station in Ulster County, N. Y. This has 
been done in consultation with the Ulster 
County Auxiliary Bible Society. Mr. Napoli 
tells of three weeks’ work, as follows: 

““T have been at Brown’s Station to work 
in behalf of the Italians employed on the 


Aqueduct. The field is difficult because there 


are many ardent Roman Catholics among them 
and some indifferent to all religion. Never- 
theless, I have sold fifteen Bibles, and on the 
two Sundays I held two open-air meetings. 
The men were not at work and many came to 


hear what I had to say about the influences 
springing from Bible reading. Two days I 


could not work because of rain. 

“here are about two thousand Italians 
near Brown’s Station. I have also made a 
hasty survey of High Falls and New Paltz. 
About two thousand Italians are working at 


High Falls and four hundred more at New 
Paltz. I think it will be advantageous to per- 
severe in this work.”’ 

We shall certainly try to “persevere in 
this work.’’ The pictures we present give a 
glimpse of the work at Brown’s Station which 
brings these children of old Italy to the New 
World, where God has, let us hope, some good 
thing in store for them. 

Another colporteur will canvass during July 
and August the out-of-the-way places from 
Chemung Co. northwest to the lake. Still 
another of the Agency’s colporteurs has been 
working in Fulton, Herkimer, Lewis, and St. 
Lawrence counties. We give notes of the 
work of this last named 
colporteur, Mr. Barker, for 
the month of May: 

‘“While I have experi- 
enced some of the trying 
things that come to a col- 
porteur during stormy 
days, I have also experi- 
enced some of the joys and 
received many of the bless- 
ings that come to one who 
labors to advance the 
Kingdom of Christ. 

“During the past five 
weeks I have visited seven- 
teen towns and villages, 
all in Herkimer and Lewis 


counties, except two in 
Oneida Co. I found the 
Protestant people quite 


well supplied with Bibles. 
The greatest destitution is 
among Roman Catholic families. T have sold 
the most of my books to Roman Catholics, 
the majority of whom do not hesitate to ac- 
cept our Bibles or Testaments, for there is 
an increasing desire for the Bible among 
Roman Catholic people. 
“The village of Croghan in Lewis Co. has 
a population of six or seven hundred, seventy- 
five per cent of whom are Roman Catholics. 
Even though there is destitution where there 
are Roman Catholics, prospects are encourag- 
ing, since many of these Bibleless families are 
anxious to receive the Word. Throughout 
Lewis Co. I have found the majority of the 
destitute anxious to buy a Bible or Testament. 
Many have expressed their appreciation of the 
opportunity to buy these Bibles, which are 
within their means. 
‘Th all of these places there is much work 
that should be done. I am also hearing a 
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good deal about needs in Jefferson, Oneida, 
and the northern part of Oswego Co.”’ 
Before going into Jefferson Co. Mr. Barker 
went into St. Lawrence Co. We quote from 
his report for June: 
““My work for June is now finished. The 
month has been most delightful in every re-

spect: ideal weather, splendid success, and 
many rich blessings. In Lewis Co. the de- 
mand for Bibles was much greater than I 
anticipated, so that 1 exhausted my supply 
at Lowville. I shall later visit two or three 
needy towns in Lewis Co., for which I shall 
order the books. 

“T began my work in St. Lawrence Co. at 
Benson Mines. This is a small mining and 
railroad town of about 800 people. Fully 
ninety or ninety-five per cent are Roman 
Catholics, mostly Canadian French. There is 
one Roman Catholic and one Protestant 
church, where no service has been held for 
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some time. Benson Mines is the most needy, 
forsaken, and desolate place I ever was in. 
Yet in many respects it is the most interesting 
and encouraging field I have labored in. The 
houses are scattered over two square miles, 
many of them log huts built high upon the 
mountain side or below, half hidden among 
the willows. 

‘“‘T visited the majority of these houses and 
disposed of my entire stock of Bibles, supply- 
ing every destitute family I visited by sale or 
gift, usually by sale. I believe every family 
destitute of the Bible and able to buy, did so. 
Even a saloon-keeper thought that everyone 
ought to have a Bible, and I left him reading 
the first Bible he had ever had. 

““Much good might be done at Benson 
Mines. The moral standard of the community 
is very low indeed, and little is being done to 
better conditions.”’ 

Mr. Barker has been working in several 
towns of St. Lawrence Co. He found the 
Protestants well supplied with Bibles. But 
Bibles were in great demand and he has sold 
a great many, especially to Roman Catho- 
lics. 

While in the little town of Hallesboro late 
one afternoon Mr. Barker called at a house 
where lived a family of eleven, nine children 
under fourteen years of age. The father was 
sick and discouraged. Mr. Barker, after talk- 
ing with the sick man, read a few verses 
from the Bible and prayed. The man said 
that he had been thinking that he ought to 
change his life and now he accepted Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour. The wife wept for 
joy. There was no Bible in the house; the 
family had lived without one eight or nine 
years, and when the colporteur gave them 
one, tears ran down the sick man’s cheeks 
as he thanked him again and again. ‘‘ This,” 
adds Mr. Barker, “is only one of many 
blessed experiences that I have had during 
the month. Much might be said, but I will 


only say in closing, This is God’s work and | 


I rejoice that it is my privilege to share it 
with him.”’ 

Evidently many villages and settlements in 
northern New York need to be carefully 


canvassed, for as Mr. Barker says, ‘‘ There — 


are thousands of destitute families who would 


buy if they are given a chance to get Bibles. 
May God give them the chance.”’ 


The earliest fruit of the efforts of our 


Eastern Agency is discovery of shocking 
destitution in this great State of New York. 
Surely cur friends in this region will provide 
means for extending this interesting work:

HE American Bible Society takes pleas- 

ure in announcing that it has completed 
negotiations, which have been pending for 
some months and to which reference has been 
made before in this paper, for the establish- 
ment of a Middle Agency on the lines that 
have proven so successful in other portions 
of this country and abroad. 

This new agency is to cover the states of 
Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, and 
Mississippi, and will have its headquarters at 
Cincinnati, O., having been created in co- 
operation with the Young Men’s Bible Society 
of Cincinnati, one of the oldest and most loy- 
al of the auxiliaries of the American Bible 
Society. 

The plan of this organization involves mis- 
sionary colportage and the supply of home 
missionary agencies connected with the vari- 
ous churches at work in these states. Care 
will be taken not to interfere with, but to 
help, as far as possible, the auxiliaries of the 
Society, either state or county, which remain 
within this territory, most conspicuous among 
them being, perhaps, the Alabama Bible So- 
ciety. 

An advisory committee of eight gentlemen 
will be appointed, in which body the Young 
Men’s Bible Society of Cincinnati will be 
suitably represented, and other interests em- 
braced in this territory will be properly con- 
sidered in the make-up of this committee.

tribution in France, in which the American 
Bible Society and its supporters have the 
pleasure of sharing. 


The chaplain of the French troops in Indo- 
China, wrote to us recently : 

“The Bible is much asked forat present at 
fonking. I have given out as many New 
estaments as possible to our Protestant 
soldiers starting on expeditions, and I often 
“eceive letters like the following. It is from 
1 Protestant soldier : ‘Lam writing to beg you 


Rev. Dr. George S. J. Browne (we hope to 
present his photograph in a later number of 
the REcorpD), well known in Cincinnati, and 
before his acceptance of this position the Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Western Tract 
Society and the Depositarian of the Young 
Men’s Bible Society. Dr. Browne is a mem- 
ber of the Cincinnati Presbytery of the Presby- 
terian Church. He has held pastorates in Co- 
lumbus, Ind.; Cincinnati, O.; Bowling Green, 
O., and other neighboring communities. He 
has also had experience in various forms of 
executive work. He will at once make him- 
self acquainted with his entire field, and we 
bespeak for him the courtesies which have al- 
ways been shown by Christian Churches and 
church meetings of conferences, synods, etc., 
to the representatives of the American Bible 
Society. 

An appropriation has been made for this 
year’s work, which begins under date of July 
Ist, and arrangements will be immediately 
entered into for such supply of the workers in 
this region as is possible with the funds at 
the disposal of the Society. 

We hope that this new organization of this 
field will approve itself to the judgment of the 
entire constituency of the Society, and that 
large and increasing gifts may come from 
the churches and the public of this region in 
order that this supply of our own land, as 
well as the vastly increasing opportunities 
abroad, may be carried forward as it should 
be.

to be so kind as to send mea Bible. I receive 
the ‘‘Messager du Dimanche,”’ every week, 
and I should be very glad to be able to refresh 
my mind with the Holy Book.’ 

‘‘Or perhaps a Catholic officer writes from 
one of the most inaccessible frontier posts of 
Tonking. ~ 

“Some years ago, at my request, Pastor 
Mercadier sent me a Bible. My friend X—— 
took this Bible from me at Vietri, and finding 
myself alone again, I beg you to send me a 
new one, which I shall take care to withold 
from the desires of my companions. 

‘“‘T hope your Society will help me to supply 
our Protestant soldiers, especially the sick 
and wounded, with Bibles and New Testa- 
ments.

““We lost about ten Protestants on an ex- 
pedition in 1908 from sunstroke or from fever. 
One private, Greninger, was killed by pirates. 
He died during a night attack, facing the 
enemy, because he would not desert his 
officers when a native company ran away. 
The pirates cut off his head, as well as those 
of his officers, and he lies buried beside them 
in the heart of the Tonking forest. 

‘““It pleased me much to hear that this sol- 
dier, in his weary marches, when every ad- 
ditional ounce increased the general fatigue, 
had brought with him the portion of the New 
Testament which I had given him. 

““Two or three years ago your Society was 
so kind as to send me Bibles and New Testa- 
ments, which have done a great deal of good. 
May I ask you if it would be possible to renew 
a present of this kind? Your Society would 
thus win the gratitude of very many. 

“Again, we supplied a good priest of the 
Catholic Church with several copies of the 
New Testament or of the Bible. He writes 
to thank us for this: ‘I have given the Holy 
Scriptures to the faithful, not only in my parish, 
but also in others of the neighborhood. Every- 
where they have been received with great 
pleasure. Indeed, the Word of God has an 
inexpressible charm, and at this time of the 
year, which reminds us of the passion and 
death of Christ, the reading of the Gospels 
moves us very deeply. If France had read 
the Bible, and had been inspired by it, and if 
she had not put the Pope in Christ’s place, 
truly her prestige and power would have been 
greatly increased. 

‘“““T have only one regret: it is that I did 
not know of the Bible Society of France twenty 
years earlier. I should have done more good 
for these poor Catholics who, deceived by 
Rome, like wandering sheep, without a guide, 
thirsting for the truth and ignorant of God’s 
Word, go to swell the ranks of atheism.’ 

“Lastly, here are some touching lines from 
letters written by two young Catholic students 
to one of our correspondents who had given 
each of them a revised New Testament: ‘I 
never forget,’ says one, ‘the moments, all too 
short, which we spent together meditating 
upon St. Paul’s epistles. These readings and 
your presence increased our faith and raised 
our souls to God.’ And the other, for his 
part, says: ‘Since I began my studies of the 
Holy Scriptures at the seminary, I think con- 
stantly of you. Lrecall some of the difficulties 
which divided us when we read the Bible to- 
gether, and which led to such long and often 
ardent discussions. Thus I am often reminded 
of you when I study the Bible, or during rec- 
reation, or in chapelin the immediate presence 
of God. Your memory is dear to me, because 
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your house was for me a center of strength 
and energy.’”’ 


The American Bible Society also co-oper- 
ates with the Evangelical Society of Geneva.) 
The Rey. J. P. Dardier sends us the story off 
two other colporteurs in Havre, which supple- 
ments graphically the preceding. 

The report of Colporteur E. Mazauric is as} 
follows: 


This season I left for awhile my favorite 
region of the Périgord in order to extend the 
work over certain portions of the Bordelais 
and the southern part of the Gironde. My 
sales were fairly satisfactory, but what end- 
less discussions were necessary in order to 
accomplish something! 

In this region one seldom meets with any- 
body who is not a freethinker, even among 
former Protestants. One of the latter said to 
me a few days ago that he did not believe in 
the colportage of the Bible, “‘because,”’ said he, 
‘““people seldom, if ever, read the books, and 
if so, do not understand what they read.” 

I mentioned to this soz-dzsant Protestant 
some facts known to me and which go to 
prove how mistaken he was in his judgment. 
I mention here but the following incident: 
One evening, while I was taking supper in 
the kitchen of a small inn, I overheard a dis- 
cussion which was going on in an adjoining 
room between a dozen workingmen. ‘The 
subject of the discussion was at the start poli- 
tics, but it soon drifted into that of religion. 
Much was said against the Church and the 
priests, and then one of the men suddenly 
made the remark that he had assisted not long 
ago at a Protestant “‘mass,’’ and was of the 
opinion that that religion was better than the 
Roman Catholic. Thereupon a general dis- 
cussion took place on the subject, each one! 
giving his views. At this moment the pro-| 
prietor of the inn arrived on the scene, and. 
not being himself very well informed on 
the subject, suggested that there was a man 
in the kitchen who had, to his knowledge, 
been selling Protestant books all day long in 
the town and who, he thought, might be able 
to enlighten them on the subject. There- 
upon one of the men came to fetch me, ask- 
ing me to explain to them what the Protestant 
faith really was. This was just what I was 
hoping for, and you may be sure that I was 
not slow in availing myself of this excellent 
opportunity to explain to this group of hon- 
est workingmen the truths contained in the 
Gospel. , 

The discussion that followed was a long 
one, and many questions were put to me, as, 
for instance: Do you believe in God? in the 
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Virgin? in Jesus Christ? etc. After explain- 
ing to them many different subjects, I told 
them that in many Protestant families it was 
‘the custom at the end of the day for the head 
of the family to gather around him his wife, 
shis children, and often even his servants— 
where there were such—and to read to them 
from the Holy Scriptures, finishing the little 
service with a prayer in which he would thank 
(God for all his divine blessings and mercies, 
sand asking him to continue to watch over 
¢ each one of his loved ones. 

““Oh,’’ said one of the men, “‘that must be 
iinteresting. I would like to see and attend 
: such a meeting.” 

Others repeated, “I too.’’ 

“Well,” said I, “if so, we will now have 
such a little service, in which I will take the 
place of the father—a typical little Protestant 
service!’? As I was about to start reading, 
the proprietor suddenly called out: 

“Wait a moment; I want to call my wife 
and daughter and the servant. They will cer- 
tainly be pleased to join us.”’ 

When everybody was seated I started to 
read the parable of the Prodigal Son, and, 
after some explanations, finished with a 
prayer, invoking a divine blessing on each 
one of my hearers. At the end of the meet- 
ing I was touched to see each one of the men 
in turn step forward and grasp my hand in 
grateful acknowledgment. One of the men 
said: 

“Well, that’s a religion which I can under- 
stand.” 

The next morning when I came downstairs 
from my room the men had all left for their 
work. But the woman who had assisted at 
the little meeting the evening before asked 
me whether I had any more “Protestant 
books.’’ She said the men had asked her be- 
fore leaving to buy for each one of them a 
New Testament, and that she wanted one also 
for herself and one for her servant. 

“Vou see,’’ she continued, “‘ you are begin- 
ning the day well.” 

She was right; I had a profitable day. 

After listening to this account, my ““Protes- 
tant’’ friend mentioned at the beginning of 
this report was less skeptical, and gave me at 
once the piece of money which he had refused 
me at the beginning, exchanging it for a New 
Testament, and adding: “‘That was very in- 


| teresting.” 


Report of Colporteur Saniton: 


Having made my headquarters on mala 
Bonne Nouvelle,’ one of the boats belonging 
_to the Mission Populaire, I availed myself of 
the opportunity to visit ihe more important 
towns and villages in the vicinity. The boat 
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was at the time stationed at La Charité, from 
where I made the tour of the Cher and the 
Niévre. The population of these two depart- 
ments differs materially from each other. 
More intelligent in the Cher, but also more 
skeptical, the people are drifting with the cur- 
rent of the day toward an ever increasing ma- 
terialism: No God, no master, no religion; 
death means annihilation. These are some of 
the dogmas of the day. And even those who 
recognize the usefulness of religion see in it 
often but a certain guarantee of social order, 
nothing else. 

In the Department of the Nieévre the re- 
ligious sentiment is more prevalent, but is 
often accompanied by a spirit of ignorant su- 
perstition or a certain intellectual apathy. In 
certain districts the priests still hold sway 
over the consciences of the people. In spite 
of all this I found in each of these depart- 
ments a certain number of people who, for 
widely different reasons, wanted to buy copies 
of the Bible and of the New Testament. 

During June and July I visited seventeen 
country fairs (markets) in these two depart- 
ments. In the summer these fairs are less 
frequented than at other seasons, the large 
agricultural population being busy in the 
fields. My sales averaged about 43 New 
Testaments per fair, a total of 727. 

The results were much more satisfactory in 
the Department of the Lot and Garonne, where 
I attended the same number of fairs and in 
which I sold atotal of 1,856 New Testaments, 
an average of 109 per fair. During the months 
of August and September, when the peasants 
are a little less busy, the results would prob- 
ably be even better. In this department the 
people are certainly better disposed and more 
accessible to religious influences. I shall 
never forget with what interest and attention 
the people would often group themselves 
around my automobile and listen to the Gos- 
pel message I had to bring them. 

In Villeréal, for example, I sold in one day 
200 New Testaments. I stopped in front of 
the ‘‘Grand Café,” where many business men, 
etc., were sitting (on the sidewalk at little 
round tables, as is the custom in France), 
drinking coffee, etc., and chatting. The ar- 
rival of my automobile could not pass un- 
noticed. Starting in with a loud voice whick 
could be heard above the din of conversation 
I began to address the crowd that quick] 
gathered around my car. I began thus: 9; 

‘A great problem presents itself before tt 
people and one which requires to be solva- 
Furthermore, on the way in which it zs sol 
will depend the welfare and happiness of ie, 
manity. You may try to do away witkar 
ligion—with all religions—and as to mo. 
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them, the loss would indeed be small. But 
religion, in its deeper, spiritual meaning, can- 
not be abolished. It is and always has been, 
since the beginning, man’s greatest need. He 
cannot long exist without it. The religious 
sentiment lies deep down in the soul of man. 
It is in his blood, and it would be as danger- 
ous to try and destroy it as it would be to 
attempt to kill man’s conscience. Happily, 
that is not altogether possible. No, we must 
encourage and cultivate religion, but try to 
remove from it whatever has been wrongly 
grafted on it by man. In this domain a great, 
an incomparable teacher, has arisen—Jesus 
Christ. He has freed us from the tutelage 
and the bondage of the priesthood. He has 
taught us that we are of divine origin; chil- 
dren of our Heavenly Father; members of 
one great family. From his teachings flow 
the great principles of justice, fraternity, love. 
In ages past God commanded man to love 
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him with all their soul and all their might, | 
and added, ‘and thy neighbor as thyself.’ | 
Christ’s teaching was all of love and service.” 

Up to the very doors of the café all around 
me was deep silence. The attention with 
some was so intense as to resemble an atti- 
tude of devotion. Not one word of disap- 
proval or opposition was heard. On the con-/ 
trary, from all sides came signs of assent and 
satisfaction. This was the result of proclaim+ 
ing a few simple Christian truths to a pro- 
miscuous crowd of Frenchmen. Needless to 
say, that all my remaining New Testaments 
and books were disposed of in a few minutes. 

Mr. Sainton records in his report a number 
of other interesting incidents, which, however, 
we omit, fearing to encroach too much on 
your time. The total of his sales for the 
year reached 2,600 New Testaments, several 
thousand almanacs, and over 15,000 tracts 
and other religious publications.

In the Samarefio field, comprising about 
600,000 people, even as yet there is not a 
single missionary, nor any definite work car- 
ried on. No wonder one’s heart aches as 
he views this great neglected field. One 
Presbyterian missionary was located in this 
field for a season, but) the leading of the 
Spirit creating an opening in another part, 
he temporarily transferred to this latter field, - 
to the abandonment for a season of the 
former.

_ Six weeks have been spent in visiting the 
people in their homes, and it has been most 
encouraging to see that family worship and 
the daily study of God’s Word are being given 
a more and more prominent place in the 
homes of the Christians. The Christians and 
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mendous odds what can these few workers 
hope to attain? True, the Lord of All is with 
them or never could they have accomplished 
such splendid results as they have; but his 
forces have not rallied to this field as we 
should. It is sheer cruelty to expect these 
workers to meet these tremendous obliga- 
tions. A million anda half people, wakening 
and rising to the call of the new life, and but 
two men and two women to bring them the 
call, the leading, and the instruction in the 
verities of the new life! 

We plead that not only may their hands be 
upheld but may they as well receive the 
speedy reinforcements that will enable them 
to garrison the strongholds and take the very 
fields and outposts for him whom we serve in 
the work. There ought to be at least ten

inquirers are eager to be taught, and delight 
to have us visit their homes for the purpose 
of opening up the Scripture to them. I vis- 
ited one home away up among the mountains, 
over forty miles from our mission station, 
and though the wife and family had never 
been to us to receive teaching, and we had 
never visited their home, it was surprising to 
find that they could tell with wonderful accur- 
acy many of the Bible stories. The husband 
and father of the family had certainly done 
all in his power to impart what he had learned 
while in the Bible classes here, and, in addi- 
tion, had read the Bible, and explained the 
meaning of the portions read, every evening 
to his family. 
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I found, however, while staying in the home, 
that they were still under /aw, and that he 
had not won his family by love to believe in 
Christ, but had simply used his authority as 
head of the house to compel them to receive 
what he believed. As a result, his wife had 
made up her mind not to believe herself, and 
to do all in her power to hinder her children 
from believing, though outwardly they re- 
ceived the teaching. I explained to her the 
other side of the truth, and invited her to 
attend our Bible classes for women. She at 
once said that she would like to come, but it 
seemed impossible for her to do so, as she 
had a young baby and the road over the 
mountains is so steep and rugged. To our 
surprise, however, she was one of the first to 
arrive for the first class for women, having 
come all the way on a poor, stumbling donkey 
and carrying the baby in her arms. 

Those who read these lines will find it diffi- 
cult to understand what this journey meant 
to her, not having themselves traveled over 
this rough road. Several times when going 
to and coming from that mountain village, I 
had to dismount, as I dared not ride down 
the steep incline; but she, with her small 
feet, could not do that, but had to keep her 
seat and, in addition, hold her child. We 
thanked God when we saw her, for we felt 
that only the influence and impelling power 
of his Holy Spirit could have induced her to 
come. She remained with us for seventeen 
days, and went back home an utterly changed 
woman. One day, in the class, she burst into 
tears, and on being asked why she wept, 
replied that she felt so ashamed and sorry 
that she had hindered her children and her 
husband from obeying the Lord when he 
had done so much for her and all of them. 
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We were studying the Life of Christ, andj 
She, 


had come to the story of the crucifixion. 
has returned to her home among the moun- 
tains to do all in her power to help both 
her children and husband to follow Jesus 
Christ. ; 

Will those who read this pray for her and 
the family, as they are the only ones for miles 
around who know anything of the love of 
Jesus? They hope to send their eldest son 
to our mission boys’ school, and the little 
girl to our girls’ school here next autumn. 
Pray that nothing may transpire to hinder 
them, as it will mean so much to the children 
to be educated and constantly under the in- 
fluence of Christian teaching. 

At one of our villages there are several 
women interested in the Gospel, but, though 


they long to be taught, it was not possible) 


for them to come in to our Bible classes at the 
station here; so Mrs. Chang, our Bible-woman, 
accompanied me to that village, where we 
stayed for a week. Seven women came daily 
to the class, and we feel that God has really 
begun a work in the hearts of several of 
them. One woman especially seems to have 
a very real love for the Lord, and whenever 
the sufferings of Jesus on our behalf were 
mentioned the tears came into her eyes. We 
trust that some of these women will be able 
to come to our autumn classes. Will you 
join us in prayer for this ? 

Many of the men and women in this village 
of Ts’eng-shu believe that the Bible is true, 
and they like to hear the Gospel and to be 
taught; but as yet only one or two have 
taken a decided stand for Christ. There 
seems to be such a spirit of fear binding and 
hindering them. Do pray that they may be 
set free from this bondage of Satan.

To you and to all the officers of the Ameri- 
ean Bible Society, the thirty-eighth annual 
meeting of the European Turkey Mission, 


‘now in session in Kortcha, Albania, sends 
Christian greetings and heartfelt thanks for 
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perhaps drive off the Royalists, resigned from 
the employ of the school and entered the 
Nationalists’ service, despite all the endeavors 
of both the missionaries and the consul to 
dissuade him. He felt it was his duty. And 
only twenty days later he fell leading a for- 
lorn charge very bravely, with only a handful 
of men behind him. 

It has been a trying time, and we are thank- 
ful that for the moment there is a return of 
peace and that the Shah has, at least out- 
wardly, granted again the constitution for 
which the people have suffered so much. The 
presence of some 4,000 Russian troops at the 
edge of the city insures peace, and the king’s 
soldiers, who had for months been waiting 
hungrily around the city for the moment when 
they could enter and commence to loot and 
commit outrages, have now begun to melt 
away. 

At the end of March we decided to close 
the Bible depot and thus get rid of the agent, 
who has not been satisfactory and who has 
been engaging in other business. We still 
continue to rent the bookroom and hope to be 
able to open it again as soon as we can find a 
suitable man for the work. Meanwhile the 
sales to the schools and to missionaries can 
go on as usual, and as you know these form 
the larger part of the sales. 

I think the other matters in the report are 
plain and will not need any comment. 

I am very sorry I was prevented by this 


- civil war from getting these reports to you 


before your annual meeting, and trust this will 
not seriously discommode you.

your co-operation in helping them to bring a 
knowledge of Christ to the people of the Bal- 
kan Peninsula. A 

In many parts of our mission the pastors, 
Bible workers, and colporteurs, find abundant 
evidence among the people of real soul hun- 
ger for the food that satisfies. : 

The Scriptures, either in part or in whole, 
have been sold in this mission during the year 
1908 in at least fifteen different languages. 
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In Bulgaria they have been sold in larger 
numbers than ever before. In Macedonia the 
sale of Scriptures has not been so large as it 
was last year, probably because the attention 
of the people has been so turned to politt- 
cal matters. But there is good reason to be- 
lieve that this decrease in sales is only tem- 
porary. 

In Albania, where the work of the European 
Turkey Mission is just opening, the desire of 
the people to secure anything printed in their 
own language affords a rare opportunity for 
the scattering of the Word. 

The ignorance of the great mass of the 
people everywhere in matters biblical is ap- 
palling. But the leaven is at work, and the 
results obtained fill the hearts of the workers 
with a longing that all the people in this part 
of the ancient Bible lands may come into 
their inheritance. 

One of our colporteurs on a recent tour was 
offering portions of the Scriptures for sale to 
an eager crowd standing around. The village 
priest protested, saying that the New Testa- 
ment he was selling was different from that 
approved bythe orthodox church. Fortunate- 
ly our colporteur had in his possession a New 
Testament having upon it the orthodox stamp. 
He asked the priest to compare with him this 
book and the one he was offering for sale. 
Convinced that the colporteur had the genuine 
article, the priest bought several copies for 
himself, and others in the village availed 
themselves of this opportunity. 

The wife of a stone-worker in Albania, a 
woman of little education, has been encour- 
aged through the work of the Protestants to 
study the Bible. Filled with a Christlike 
spirit of helpfulness and a desire to share with 
others the joy that is hers, she never loses an 
opportunity to explain the Scriptures, whether 
it be while making a call or in the women’s 
meetings, or as she gathers around her in the 
gallery of the orthodox church a little group 
of women who are willing to separate them- 
selves from their gossiping sisters, while the 
priest conducts the service in a language they 
do not understand. 

A Servian shepherd boy, whose home was 
in a community where there is no Protestant 
work, chanced to borrow a New Testament 
from a friend into whose hands a copy had 
fallen. He was so infatuated with its con- 
tents that at the end of a month he had read 
it through four times. He then longed to find 
someone whose life conformed to the teach- 
ings of this book, which seemed to him so 
wonderful. Hearing that such a person was 
living in a nearby city, he sought him out, 
ve found a living example of a Christlike 
life. 
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tants, he learned of the Thessalonica Agricul- 
tural Institute, Salonica. Here he is now en- 
rolled, exerting a strong spiritual influence 
over the other students. 

In the Salonica field lived a priest who had 
never opened a Bible before his ordination, 
and who spent the next eight years without 
owning one. Although he had been told it 
was a good book to have, this information 
did not make much impression upon him. 
Finally, his connection with a revolution put 
him in prison. There, as he actually took 
time to read his Bible, which a colporteur of 
your Society had previously sold him, the 
truth began to dawn upon him. He has 
thrown off his priestly robes, and he too, like 
the Servian shepherd boy, has entered the 
Thessalonica Industrial Institute. The mur- 
der that was in his heart. as he came out of 
prison is no longer there, and he seems to be 
coming into a fuller and fuller knowledge of 
the Gospel truth. 

These isolated instances, and many others 
we might give, of the power of the Bible over 
the human heart give us faith to believe that 
there is no other missionary agency so great 
as the Word of God itself. 

Again may I express to you our thanks for 
the very substantial aid from your Society, 
which makes it possible for us to distribute 
this Book of books in such large numbers 
throughout our field.
